When Judge Kenesaw M. Landla was ap- 
pointed hli!h commissioner of basetiall In 
1!)20, and Will Hays was a.iked to head the 
'Motion Picture Producers and Distributors 
nssoclatlon two years later, both the fiport 
n.nd the entertainment Indimtry were In the 
public doghouse. 

The Black Box scandal of 191D had shocked 
and saddened the sports-following public. 
And when Mr. Hays took over, both the movie 
colony's private lives and the studios' prod- 
nets were In siich a mess of bad morals and 
bad taste as to create a real wave of popular 
Indignation. 

Both Industries— If they may be called such 
— quickly saw tho light. They realized that 
their livelihoods and very oKWence, both de- 
pendent on public favor, were threatened. 
Their rirst concern secni-s to have been to 
recapture public conlldcnco before working 
out elaborate machinery for ending their 
troubles and preventing their recurrence. 

So each selected a well-known (Igure of 
unquestioned Integrity from outside Its own 
• organization. {Baseball (Ir.^t sought the serv- 
ices of former President Taft before engaging 
JiVlgc Landls.) Each then drew up a rigid sot 
of rules and gavo Its czara authoritarian pow- 
er to enforce them. 

These lar-Klphted moves by baseball and 
Hollywood achieved their purpose admirably. 
And perhaps the mosl! import ant point of tha 
whole story is that Judge Landls and Mr, 
Hays had remarkably little to do. They made 
bJg money In easy Job,i and seldom had to 
exercise their sweeping authority. Once the 
club owners and studio heads had Imposed a 
set of rules upon themselvc.i, they bent over 
backward to live up to them. 

Organized labor might ponder this story as 
it applies to Jurisdictional ,^trl(e. As President 
Truman told union representatives at the la- 
bor-management conference, nothing so 
destructive of public confidence as these dis- 
putes. The American people have little under- 
standing of them, nnd le-is sympathy with 
them at a time when the whole industrial sit- 
uation gives cause for legltlm;ito worrj-. 

But government appointment of an Inter- 
labor czar hoids llttlo promise. Mr. Schwellen- 
bach's suggestion can bear no fruit until tho 
striving unions realize that all labor Is losing 
through Jurisdictional strife and strikes, until 
there Is a spontaneous desire for a Hays or 
Landls for labor from within the unions, to- 
gether with a genuine wish to make and abide 
by their own rules for peaceful settlement.
